David Martin, a former All-State 
performer on the East Central Com¬ 
munity College baseball team, has 
joined the Diamond Warrior staff as 
an assistant, announced head coach 
Jamie Clark. 

Martin, a native of Bossier City, 


La., and a former standout at Airline 
High School, was a member of the 
ECCC team during the 1991 and 
1992 campaigns. As a sophomore, 
Martin served as team captain and 
set a team record for most hits (52) 
enroute to a .375 batting average. A 
second baseman, Martin was also 
recognized for his defensive abilities 
as he was the recipient of the best 
defensive player award. 

He continued his athletic career at 
Livingston University (now the Uni¬ 
versity of West Alabama) and later 
transferred to Texas A&M, which 
won the Southwest Conference 
Championship, finished fourth in the 
College World series and posted a 
53-11 record his junior season.

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ECCC president sees bright future for college, continues plans

DECATUR — Eddie Smith is 
mown as a planner. 

He has a list, among his personal 
terns stacked on his desk at East 
Central Community College, that he 
jses as a guide for the college he 
las called home since 1985. 

One by one, items on the list get 
checked off, but then he adds anoth¬ 
er and another. It is a constant 
Drocess. 

“Every one of the goals I set when 
[ first got here have been met, but’ 
ve plan for five years ahead, so I 
ceep the list updated,” Smith 
aughed. 

“My biggest goal has to do with 
recruitment. It is the backbone of 
everything we do, and everything 
ve do is targeted to our students. 
Jltimately, recruitment is how a 
school will be judged, and I think 
>ur recruitment effort is second to 
lone.” 

As ECCC president, Smith is the 
eader and someone the ECCC 
Board of Trustees count on to make 
things work. 

So far, enrollment has gone from 
\ few hundred to more than 2,000 
since he took the chair. 

“We go after the best students 
>ecause the things we key on the

most are student success and image. 
It can't be just an image we have, 
but we must have some way to back 
that image up,” Smith said. “We 
have a large number of students 
who scored higher than 26 on their 
ACT.” 

ECCC students who went on to 
senior colleges had collective higher 
grade point averages than any other 
of the 15 transferring colleges in 
Mississippi, according to a recent 


survey conducted. 

“You have to give credit to the 
faculty, but the support of that fac¬ 
ulty is essential. They must have 
the best computer network and 
teaching tools available,” he said. 

“If the Board of Trustees and the 
president don’t have a good, healthy 
relationship, it won’t work — peri¬ 
od. If it’s an antagonistic relation¬ 
ship, there won’t be success.” 

Smith isn’t looking for retirement 
any time soon, so until that day 
comes, his list of goals for ECCC 
continues to multiply. 

“You can’t move too fast, and you 


can’t move ahead of your plans,” 
Smith added. “The most important 
thing is not to create anything you 
can’t manage, while living within 
your means.” 

ECCC has the third lowest per 
capita tax revenue of all the commu¬ 
nity colleges in the state of 
Mississippi. 

Each resident in the five-county 
ECCC tax base contributes $9.02 in 
taxes to keep ECCC running. 
Meridian residents pay $21.20 to 
support MCC, while Hinds County 
Junior College receives $25.60 
through its tax base.

DECATUR — A record 370 stu¬ 
dents received diplomas from East 
Central Community College in May, 
and though located in Newton 
County, most of its students come 
from Neshoba County. 

“Neshoba County has been very 
loyal to East Central Community 
College since 1928,” said ECCC 
President Eddie Smith. 

“For over 70 years, the college has 
received financial suppbft from 
Neshoba County and has provided 
its citizens with quality education in 
the academic, technical, vocational 
and industrial training fields.” 

Its record enrollment topped out 
at 2,052 students registering for fall 
classes on the Decatur campus and 
at various satellite locations 
throughout its five-county district. 

Spring semester enrollment is 
also a record at 1,960 students. 

“The enrollment record does not 
include the 7,000-plus students who 
took non-credit courses, such as 
GED classes and those who were 
enrolled in industrial training class¬ 
es provided by the college's 
Skill/Tech One-Stop Career Center,” 
Smith said. 

Phil Sutphin, dean of instruction, 
said the high number of graduates 
is a sure sign of the progress and 
commitment being made at ECCC. 


Areas of enrollment 


“We are doing well and have 
experienced growth over the last 13 
years that Dr. Eddie Smith has been 
president and that translates into 
new students and more graduates,” 
Sutphin said. 

“During a study conducted this 
year by the State Board of 
Education where all the four-year 
institutions in our area sent back 
data they had collected on junior 
college transfers, ECCC students 
ranked the highest in grade point 
averages. 

Now, everybody knows that about 
us statewide. That's a help.” 

Sutphin said what outgoing stu¬ 
dents say about the school is just as 
important. 

“Word of mouth is important 
because when they have a great 


experience here, they tell others,” he 
said. 

“Our biggest challenge this past 
year was space. We were running 
out of space for both students and 
faculty.” 

ECCC recently broke ground on a 
new student services building. 
District 3 Congressman Charles W. 
“Chip” Pickering delivered a $3 mil¬ 
lion check from the United States 
Department of Agriculture to the 
school for the construction of a new 
women's dormitory — sure signs 
that enrollment numbers are expect¬ 
ed to remain high. 

As early as February, the 
Decatur campus sold out of its 184 
available dormitory rooms for 
women. 

There were 240 reservations, in 


addition to a waiting list. 

“We need more room for male dor¬ 
mitory rooms, too,” Smith told 
supervisors in Newton County last 
year, making a pitch for more fund¬ 
ing. 

“If we can build the dorm for 
women, then we can use other space 
for the men. What we propose is a 
40,000-square-foot, multi-story 
dorm with 150 new beds. That 
would get us to the capacity in 
which we could survive for a while. 
We don't feel we can ask for more 
than this at this time.” 

All of the five counties — 

Neshoba, Newton, Scott, Leake and 
Winston — pitched in with 
increased millage rates to help pay 
for the estimated $3.6 million pro¬ 
ject. 

For the second straight year, 
licensed practical nursing students 
who took the state board examina¬ 
tion achieved a 100 percent passing 
rate on first write. 

ECCC is now the first community 
college in the state approved to offer 
a new course of study in gerontology 
beginning this year.

ECCC ranks 15th in the amount 
of total dollars received from county 
levies. That is 15th out of the 15 
community and junior colleges that 
receive taxpayer dollars.

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ECCC honors faculty member with building dedication

DECATUR - Dr. Richard 
Ethridge, chairman of the division of 
business administration, social sci¬ 
ence and education and social sci¬ 
ences instructor, serves as president 
of the Mississippi Baptist Historical 
Society, but his greatest honor may 
be summed up in his name — literal- 

ly- 

Ceremonies officially renaming an 
East Central Community College 
classroom building in honor of 
Ethridge will leave his 37-year legacy 
permanently ingrained on the 
Decatur campus. 

Ethridge recently retired as an 
educator and the Board of Trustees 
named the front classroom building 
on South Campus in his honor. 

Among those who paid tribute to 
the longtime instructor included 
Eddie Smith, ECCC president; Phil 
Sutphin, dean of instruction; retired 
faculty member Ovid Vickers; and 
the Rev. Gus Merritt, former pastor 
of Clarke-Venable Baptist Church in 
Decatur. 

“Following a short program, activi¬ 
ties continued on the college’s south 
campus where Richard C. Ethridge 
Hall was officially dedicated,” 
explained Bubby Johnston, ECCC 


director of public information. 

“The public came out to attend the 
building convocation and reception.” 

Ethridge completed his 37th year 
at ECCC in 1997, where he taught 
honors and basic social science cours¬ 
es in addition to serving as division 
chairman. 

He has been the recipient of 
numerous honors throughout his 
teaching career, the most recent 
being his selection as the college’s 
Outstanding Humanities Faculty 
Member for 1997. 

The Lauderdale County native 
was chosen Academic Instructor of 
the Year in 1988 by the ECCC 
Alumni Association and was elected 
Outstanding Teacher in 1964 by a 
vote of the college’s own student 
body. 

In addition to his work at ECCC, 
Ethridge has taught several gradu¬ 
ate level courses at the Meridian 
branch locations of the University of 
Southern Mississippi and Mississippi 
State University. 

He has contributed to various 
scholarly works published by the 
Mississippi College and University 
Press and the LSU Press over the 
years. 

He has served as pastor and inter¬ 
im pastor of several Mississippi 
Baptist congregations.

Students 
who complete the four-semester pro¬ 
gram gain traditional classroom 
knowledge and practical work experi 
ence through supervised intern¬ 
ships.” 

Mary Boulton of Hickory will 
instruct the course, the first geron¬ 
tology program offered at a commu¬ 


nity college in Mississippi. She is for¬ 
merly a medical social worker for 
Laird Hospital Home Health in 
Union, as well as work with the 
Lauderdale County Juvenile Center. 

“I just took a chance on getting the 
job, had the qualification and am 
very excited to offered the chance to 
teach what I have learned about tak¬ 
ing care of the elderly over the 
years,” Boulton said. 

“The elderly have lived it, and a 
person can learn so much from them 
if they just listen. I often write down 
old sayings they pass on to me, and I 
have learned more from them than 
any book could have taught.” 

Boulton said the key to passing 


that sensitivity on to her students is 
allowing them to get hands-on expe¬ 
rience. 

“They will be able to go into the 
home as part of their study,” Boulton 
said. “I can teach only so much from 
a book ... most of it will have to be 
learned first hand.” 

Another new course, technical 
applications, is slated for the 
Neshoba County-Philadelphia Vo- 
Tech Center, a division of ECCC. 

Technical applications provides 
high school students with expanded 
knowledge of the use of technical 
skills enabling them to solve prob¬ 
lems with hands-on experiences 
related to technical skills.

USDA grants ECCC final, largest grant for dorm

DECATUR — East Central 
Community College has received a $3 
million loan from the United States 
Department of Agriculture, Rural 
Development Division for construction 
of a dormitory for women. The loan is 
the largest and final such loan to be 
a warded this year. 

“I went back and looked at the 
record books, and the loan we are 
handing out to ECCC is by far- the- 
largest,” explained USDA State 
Director George Irvin. 

“The competition for this money is 
very stiff, and you have to spread this 
money out around the country. It is 
not an accident that this project came 
here to ECCC. I just don’t think we 
would have gotten this amount of 
money if not for Congressman Chip 
Pickering (District 3 representative). 

“We actually didn’t have enough 
money ... we ran out and needed an 
additional $400,000 to make this loan 
work. We were able to go back to 
Washington and get the additional 
money. As a matter of fact, in handing 
out this loan, we don’t have any more 
money available for the rest of the 
year.”

ties to help improve public facilities. 

“This is a significant event in the 
history of the college,” said ECCC 
President Eddie Smith. “For several 
years we’ve had a critical need for 
additional dormitory space, especially 
for our female students. 

“When you receive a loan, such as 
this, you have to have a way to pay it 
back. The supervisors in our five dis¬ 
trict counties came to our aid and 


passed special millage assessments 
for a 25-year period to repay the loan 
for the construction of this dormitory. 
We certainly appreciate them for 
making sure we received this loan 
with a chance to repay it.” 

Pickering told observers that build¬ 
ing a dorm has a deeper meaning. 

“The $3 million that we are talking 
about to construct a women’s dormito¬ 
ry is more than brick and mortar,” 
Pickering said. “This will allow young 
women and people to come to a com¬ 
munity where they can have a chance 
to get an education to provide them 
the economic opportunity to succeed 
and have their dream in life. This 
money is for the experience and rela¬ 
tionships that will form here which 
give the true meaning to life.” 

The estimated cost of construction 
for the 150-bed facility is $3.6 million. 
In 1997, ECCC had more than 100 
female students on a waiting list. The 
project is expected to be completed in 
1999. A men’s dorm is on the strategic 
planning list for the future. 

“We don’t want anyone to think 
that there isn’t enough room for addi¬ 
tional students, because there is,” 
Smith said. “As we move into new 
facilities, we open other facilities on 
campus to house new and incoming 
students. We’ve got room for anybody 
who wants to come to East Central.” 


Student services 
building coming 

DECATUR — One of the biggest 
projects making its way off of the 
drawing board and on to the ECCC 
Decatur campus is the construction 
of a new student services building. 

The 14,000-square-foot building 
will house admissions and student 
records, a bookstore, security, 
administration offices and a clinic. 

At a cost of $2,232,830, the 
funding will come from state bond 
sources with no additional indebt¬ 
edness to the college or the five 
county funding district. The project 
is expected to be completed in 
about 10 months. 

“This is very important to East 
Central Community College 
because it will give students better 
access to services,” said ECCC 
President Eddie Smith. “This is 
something we’ve needed for a very 
long time.” 

The Student Services Building 
will become the new focal point. 

“It will be the hub of activity 
here on campus,” Smith said. 

“More students use the student 
services building than most any 
other facility on a college campus. 
So we’ve been needing one and look 
forward to its completion next 
year.”

• Must have demonstrated the 
capacity and a strong desire to obtain 
a college education by maintaining a 
3.0 GPA or higher for each previous 
semester at ECCC; 


• Must complete a scholarship 
application form and submit it to the 
dean of students office. 

• Must show potential for leader¬ 
ship, academic excellence and have 
high moral standards and good char¬ 
acter as documented by two letters of 
recommendation.
